Car plows into Dutch parade, 
killing spectators

Dutch authorities say a speeding car that raced toward an open 
bus carrying Dutch Queen Beatrix and her family during a holiday 
parade has killed four people and injured 13 others. Prosecutors 
said the incident was deliberate, but not an act of terrorism. The 
small black car was heading at high speed toward the royal bus 
and passed within a few meters of it before plowing into a stone 
monument. Police declined to identify the driver beyond saying 
he was a white Dutch male, aged 38, who had no police record or 
history of mental illness.

THE HAGUE - A man who tried 
to ram his car into the Dutch royal 
family, killing six onlookers at a 
parade, died in hospital Friday as 
details emerged of how he lost 
his job and was about to lose his 
home. The driver, who has not 
been officially identified, died in 
hospital in the early hours from 
severe head trauma, as relatives 
of the six victims that he mowed 
down tried to come to terms with 
their loss. 

The tragedy, labelled “an act 
of despair” by newspapers, 
also prompted questions about 
royal security and whether there 
would have to be a rethink about 
staging the annual Queen’s 
Day procession. 

Newspapers, displaying 

gruesome photographs of the 
aftermath of the attack, at the 
royal parade in the central city 
of Apeldoorn Thursday, said the 
man had recently lost his security 
guard job. “Recently, he informed 
me that he had been dismissed 
and could no longer pay the 
rent,” landlord Sem Bosman told 
the mass market De Telegraaf 
newspaper. “He was due to have 
come today to transfer the keys 
to a new tenant.” 

The 38-year-old was described 
by his former landlord and 
neighbours as quiet, solitary, 
friendly, soft-spoken and a “dark 
horse”. 

The tragedy happened when the 
driver of a black Suzuki passenger 
car deliberately slammed his 
vehicle into Queen’s Day party 
goers. 


The attack happened in full view 
of Queen Beatrix, Crown Prince 
Willem Alexander, his wife 
Maxima and other members of 
the royal family, who were in an 
open-top bus, which had been 
the target. 

The car missed the bus and 
rammed into the foot of a 
monument, leaving the dead and 
injured in its wake. 

Two men and two women died 
shortly after impact. Another man 
died in hospital later Thursday, 
followed overnight by the driver 
himself. 

Then on Friday afternoon, the 
defence ministry announced that 
a military policeman, 5 5-year- 
old Roel Nijenhuis, had died in 
hospital — bringing the death toll 
to seven. 

Eight people were still in 
hospital, including one woman 
in a critical condition, said the 
Apeldoorn authorities. Two of 
those in hospital were children, 
both in a stable condition. 
Investigators said the man 
had told police his action had 
targetted the royal family. 

“The death of the suspect 
means the end of the criminal 
investigation against him,” said 
prosecution service spokesman 
Wim de Bruin. 

But the state prosecutor later 
said he was keeping open the 
possibility that several people 
were involved in the incident, 
although there was not yet 
“any indication” to support that 
theory. 

Investigations so far had yielded 
no indication of terrorist links or 
a broader conspiracy. 

Dutch commentators, meanwhile, 
speculated whether Thursday’s 
events would have to signal a 
change in the annual celebration 
of Queen’s Day — the birthday of 
Beatrix’s mother Juliana. 
Hundreds of thousands of Dutch 
take to the streets on April 30 
every year in orange wigs and 
elaborate hats to celebrate the 
event which is regarded as an 
opportunity for ordinary citizens 
to get close to the royal family. 
“A national illusion died on April 
30, 2009: the accessibility of 
the Orange family on Queen’s 
Day,” lamented the Volkskrant 
newspaper, while the Algemeen 
Dagblad said the attack put the 


spotlight on royal security. 
“Queen’s Day will never be the 
same again,” it predicted. 

After the incident, 250 policemen 
were deployed at the scene and the 
justice and interior ministry said 
it had launched an independent 
enquiry on the security measures 
used during the event. 

The last serious attack on Dutch 
royalty was the assassination 
of Prince William I of Orange, 
founder of the House of Orange, 
in 1584. 

But the Netherlands’ image as a 
safe refuge has twice been shaken 
in recent years. 

In 2002, the right-wing anti¬ 


immigration politician Pirn 
Fortuyn was assassinated. 
Two years later, controversial 
filmmaker Theo van Gogh was 
also killed, allegedly by an 
Islamic extremist. 

This year’s official celebrations 
were cancelled in the aftermath 
of Thursday’s tragedy and 
the national flag was flown at 
half-mast at royal palaces and 
government buildings. 

On Friday, a long line of people 
queued to sign the register 
of condolences placed at the 
Apeldoorn city hall, while others 
laid flowers at the scene of the 
deaths.

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What Finland can teach America about true luxury 



New York - What is true luxury? 
Just when I thought I’d settled 
on my answer - a flat-screen TV 
the size of Kansas and a leather- 
upholstered car that can travel 


at triple the speed limit - I made 
several visits to Finland. Shortly 
after my return the financial crisis 
hit. Finland has been on my mind 
ever since. In these hard times, 


we could learn a few things about 
luxury from the Finns. 

Strolling the streets of Helsinki, 
the capital, I noticed a lack of 
grand architecture and opulent 


homes, and an abundance of 
modest cars. Helsinki was a nice 
enough city, and it had some 
gems of modern design, but part 
of me felt that Finland was a bit 
dull. And, strangely, some of the 
Finns I met seemed to take pride 
in this. 

Finland seemed even duller 
on my next visit in July. The 
weather was glorious, but 
Helsinki felt like a ghost town. 
I learned that most Finns take a 
five-week summer vacation, and 
that many of them disappear for 
the entire time to tiny, bare-bones 
cottages in the woods. Curious, 
I wrangled an invitation to visit 
one of these secluded cabins. It 
was meticulously cared for, but 
lacked any creature comforts. I 
quickly realized that there was 
nothing to do and no one to see. 
After a couple of days at the cabin I 
was a convert. It was marvelously 
relaxing, and I realized the Finns 
were on to something - a form of 
luxury that had little to do with 
high-end products, the quest 
to acquire them, or the need to 
show them off. While some Finns 
pursue the material trappings of 
success, most seem to feel that 
the pleasures of time and solitude 
are more precious. 

During my visits, I met some 
North American expats, including 
a Canadian who’d lived in the 
US for years. “I talk to friends 
back in North America,” he told 
me, “and they tell me about all 
the latest toys they’ve bought. 
Here I’m just puttering away on 
my little house like a Finn, and 
that’s about it. The pace of life is 
slower. I like that.” 

Americans in Finland shared 
similar sentiments. But they 
weren’t naive about the place, and 
there was a reason they weren’t 


buying the latest toys. “I’ll never 
become rich in Finland,” one 
explained, “the taxes are just 
too high.” But for him it was a 
trade-off worth making. “Great 
healthcare, basically free. My kids 
get one of the best educations in 
the world, free.” By the way, that 
includes college, free. He had no 
plans to move back to the States. 
As I spent more time in Helsinki, 
my own notion of the luxuries 
available in Finland expanded to 
include more than just the quiet 
pleasures of a cabin getaway. 
Finnish cities are filled with 
universally well-maintained and 
high-quality schools, hospitals, 
buses, trains, and parks. While 
most Finns might never be able 
to own a well-appointed SUV or 
a big house, they value the less- 
tangible assets they do have, 
which add up to quality of life 
and peace of mind. 

Finland doesn’t pay lip service to 
providing a level playing field for 
all its citizens. It really does give 
the vast majority of its citizens a 
fair and equal chance in life, in a 
way that the US just doesn’t, no 
matter how much Americans like 
to think it does. 

Finland has its downsides, of 
course. The Finns I met described 
high rates of depression 
and alcoholism among their 
countrymen, and admitted that 
many Finns seem to suffer from 
low self-esteem. When I returned 
to the dynamic bustle of New 
York, I was happy to be back, 
even with the financial crisis 
decimating the economy. 
Compared with Finns, 
Americans have qualities I 
admire and treasure: optimism, 
an entrepreneurial spirit, and a 
willingness to be opinionated, for 
starters.

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Swine flu or not, many workers can't stay home 


NEW YORK - You wake 
up one morning and you’re 
feeling achy and feverish. The 
directions from health officials 
battling swine flu are clear: Stay 
home from work. Don’t risk 
infecting others. And certainly 
don’t send a sick kid to school. 
But what if you’re one of the 
estimated 57 million working 
Americans with no paid sick 
days? 

Staying home could mean 
losing a paycheck, or worse, 
losing your job entirely. 

The prospect of workers 
showing up with swine flu 

— or sick kids infecting their 
schoolmates — is bringing 
added urgency to efforts to pass 
a federal law guaranteeing paid 
sick leave. 

“The problem has really 
come into sharp relief the past 
few days,” said Debra Ness, 
president of the National 
Partnership for Women and 
Families, whichhas longpushed 
for paid sick leave. “Many 
people don’t even realize that 
almost half the private sector 

— 48 percent — has no sick 
days, not even a single one.” 
“We have officials telling 
people to stay home when 
they’re sick,” she added. “Well, 
guess what? That can be the 
beginning of economic disaster 
for many, especially in this 
economy.” 

Making matters even worse: 
Those least likely to have sick 
leave are low-income workers, 
particularly in fields like food 
services, child care and the 
hotel industry — in other 
words, the people you most 
want to be staying home if 
they’re sick. “The public health 
implications of this are huge,” 
Ness said. 

The Associated Press 
interviewed a number of 
workers in the food industry. 
Not surprisingly, most didn’t 
want their names used for fear 
they would be fired. They told 
stories of coming to work with 
a fever or flu in order to keep

their jobs, and of seeing sick co¬ 
workers sneezing and coughing 
near food. 

“As a student I’m working to 
help pay my education, so I 
have to keep this job,” said one 
who agreed to be identified, 
Grace Fuhr, a bartender and 
waitress at the Bucca di Peppo 
restaurant in Milwaukee. 

“I’ve had to work sick — when 
I was pressured to work after a 
car accident, and when I’ve had 
a cold,” said Fuhr, 21. “Swine 


flu could create an epidemic in 
restaurants. I have co-workers 
who are single parents and have 
impossible decisions when their 
kids are sick.” 

A study on sick leave found that 
68 percent of those without paid 
sick days had gone to work with 
a contagious illness like the flu 
or a viral infection. And one of 
six workers reported that they 
or a family member had been 
fired, suspended, punished or 
threatened with firing after 


taking time off to care for 
themselves or a family member, 
according to the 2008 study 
by the University of Chicago’s 
National Opinion Research 
Center. 

Making the problem even 
thornier: Kids. Children get sick 
all the time and infect each other. 
Yet even among those workers 
lucky enough to have paid sick 
leave, few have flexible sick 
days that can be used to care for 
a family member. 


“I can’t tell you how many 
parents face this dilemma: Do 
I send my kid to school with a 
fever or face economic ruin?” 
Ness said. She calculated 
that 100 million workers lack 
flexible sick days. 

Advocates for family-friendly 
policies point out that the U.S. 
is the only country out of the top 
20 world economic powers with 
no federally mandated sick 
days. Put another way, some 
140 other countries have them.

Obama’s high court choice 
could be Hispanic, woman

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Barack 
Obama pledged Friday to name a Supreme 
Court justice who combines “empathy and 
understanding” with an impeccable legal 
background to succeed liberal David Souter, 
whose abrupt retirement announcement set 
off speculation the next justice could be a 
woman, a Hispanic or both. 

One probable candidate is both, U.S. Appeals 
Court Judge Sonia Sotomayor. 

The departure of Souter, part of the court’s 
liberal wing, is unlikely to change the 
ideological balance of a court that became 
more conservative during George W. Bush’s 
presidency. Obama’s first pick probably will 
be liberal-leaning. 

Obama, facing the first Supreme Court 
nomination by a Democrat in 15 years, 
pointedly referred to his plan to have “him 
or her” on the bench in time for the Supreme 
Court’s session that begins the first Monday 
in October. 

“I will seek someone who understands 
that justice isn’t about some abstract legal 
theory or footnote in a case book. It is also 
about how our laws affect the daily realities 
of people’s lives,” said the president in a 
surprise appearance in the White House 
Press Room moments after speaking with 
Souter by telephone. Word of the impending 
retirement had leaked Thursday night. 


Obama promised to consult with Republicans 
and Democrats alike on his choice to replace 
Souter. 

Souter’s retirement after almost two decades 
of unpredictable decisions gives Obama an 
early chance to place his stamp on the nine- 
member high court. 

He could name a minority: Justice Clarence 
Thomas is only the second black member 
after the late Thurgood Marshall, and Justice 
Ruth Bader Ginsburg and retired Sandra Day 
O’Connor are the only women. There never 
has been a Latino justice. 

The president also is likely to choose a 
justice who would affirm if not strengthen 
the court’s support for abortion rights, which 
have been under fire from the right since 
its inception. As a candidate for the White 
House, Obama said he would have no litmus 
test for nominees, but he observed that he 
thought the landmark 1973 Roe v. Wade 
ruling that gave women the right to end 
pregnancies was correctly decided. 

Souter, 69, was named to the court in 1990 by 
President George H.W. Bush, a Republican. 
On abortion as well as other issues, the New 
Hampshire native quickly proved himself 
to be less than the strong conservative the 
Republicans had expected. In 2000, he was 
one of four dissenting justices on a ruling 
that declared President George W. Bush the 
winner of the disputed national election.

ATLANTA (AP) — The 
swine flu outbreak that 
has alarmed the world for 
a week now appears less 
ominous, with the virus 
showing little staying power 
in the hardest-hit cities and 
scientists suggesting it lacks 
the genetic fortitude of past 
killer bugs. 

A flu expert said he sees no 
reason to believe the virus 
is particularly lethal. And 
a U.S. federal scientist said 


the germ’s genetic makeup 
lacks some traits seen in the 
deadly 1918 flu pandemic 
strain and the more recent 
killer bird flu. 

Still, it was too soon to be 
certain what the swine flu 
virus will do. Experts say 
the only wise course is to 
prepare for the worst. But 
in a world that’s been rattled 
by the specter of a global 
pandemic, glimmers of hope 
were more than welcome 
Friday.

Man who tried to attack 
Dutch royal family dies

AMSTERDAM (AP) — The man who drove his car into a 
crowd of parade spectators and killed six people died of his 
injuries Friday, leaving unresolved the mystery of why he tried 
to attack the Dutch royal family. 

The 38-year-old suspect, identified by Dutch media as Karst 
Tates, had been in critical condition since the attack Thursday 
on Queen’s Day, the Dutch national holiday. 

Hours after his death during the night, the Defense Ministry 
announced that a 5 5-year-old driver for the military police, 
Roel Nijenhuis, also died of his injuries. Five bystanders died 
on Thursday. 

Nijenhuis was on duty during Thursday’s parade, said a statement 
from the service commander, Lt. Gen. Dick van Putten. He had 
driven a military police band to the parade and was watching 
the festivities when he was hit.

MIAMI (AP) — Immigrants 
and their families gathered 
at rallies across the country 
Friday to push for changes to 
U.S. immigration policy, but as 
a swine flu outbreak continued 
to spread, attendance at some 
events was smaller than 
organizers had hoped. 

The area hardest hit by the 
swine flu is Mexico, also the 
native home of many rally 
participants. There were no 
immediate reports of canceled 
events, but Juan Pablo Chavez, 
a community organizer for the 
Florida Immigration Coalition, 
said he and others were 
monitoring the situation and in 
close contact with state health 
care officials. 

“If they tell us to halt the events, 
we will cancel immediately. 
But for now, we are simply 
asking people who are sick not 
to come out,” Chavez said. 
Organizers are seeking to 
channel the political muscle 
Hispanics showed last fall in 
support of then-presidential 
candidate Barack Obama. They 
hope that energy will jump- 
start stalled efforts to pass an 
immigration law that provides 
a path to citizenship for the 
estimated 12 million illegal 
immigrants living in the United 
States. 

They had hoped crowds would 
equal or exceed those of last 
year, down from the 2006 
turnout, when a stringent 
immigration bill poised to 
pass in Congress drew massive 


protests. 

Thousands were expected 
at events in Houston, Los 
Angeles, Chicago, New York 
and other cities — mostly in the 
late afternoon, when workers 
finished their shifts. But early 
reports suggested turnout would 
be far lower than in previous 
years. 

In Chicago, rally-goers chanted 
and carried signs demanding 
citizenship opportunities as 
they gathered at Union Park, 
and unfurled a banner of flags 
stitched together from countries 
across the globe. Organizers 
said they expected about 15,000 
at the event, but the crowd 
appeared to be much smaller. 
Waukegan resident Armando 
Pena said he was disappointed 


that more people didn’t turn out 
and blamed the low numbers 
on a combination of the flu and 
tough economic times. 

“The economy is so bad they 
don’t want to lose their jobs,” 
said Pena, who organized a 
contingent of about 50 people. 
A line of about 225 marchers 
made their way down the main 
thoroughfare in New Jersey’s 
largest city Friday, stopping 
to recite chants and gather for 
a vigil in front of the federal 
immigration building in 
Newark. 

The marchers were led by 
dozens of Latin American 
immigrant ice cream vendors 
wheeling pushcarts decorated 
with bright umbrellas and 
covered in signs. One read “Say 


Reform, Not Raids.” 

In Miami, activists planned to 
gather downtown across from 
the turquoise waters of Biscayne 
Bay for a rally and march. They 
also want temporary protection 
for the state’s large community 
of Haitian immigrants, 
whose native island has been 
devastated in recent years by 
hurricanes and floods. 

In New York City, participants 
were set to gather in Union 
Square. Immigrant, labor and 
faith communities gathered 
under a light drizzle at Madison 
Square Park. 

Activists’ hopes have been 
buoyed with Obama in the 
White House and a Democratic- 
controlled Congress, in part 
because they believe the 


Hispanic vote, about two- 
thirds of which went to Obama, 
helped flip key battleground 
states such as Colorado and 
New Mexico. Many Hispanics 
strongly back comprehensive 
immigration reform, and they 
believe Obama owes them. 

The White House announced 
this week that it would refocus 
its resources on prosecuting 
employers who hire illegal 
immigrants. And a Senate 
Judiciary subcommittee took up 
immigration this week for the 
first time in the new Congress. 
But many immigrants are wary. 
They say the immigrations 
raids that grew common under 
the Bush administration have 
continued since Obama took 
office. 

In Colorado, a march was 
planned Saturday in Greeley, 
a rural town 60 miles (97 
kilometers) north of Denver, 
and the site of a 2006 federal 
raid at a meatpacking plant, 
in which 261 undocumented 
workers were detained. 

Greeley is also the place where 
dozens of illegal immigrants 
were charged with identity theft 
last year for filing taxes using 
false or stolen social security 
numbers. County judges have 
since ruled tax records are 
confidential and authorities 
were wrong to seize them, but 
the decisions will be appealed. 
“Greeley is the microcosm,” 
said Alonzo Barron Ortiz, an 
organizer with the group A1 
Frente de la Lucha, which chose 
Saturday so workers wouldn’t 
have to miss work. 


U.S.warns dieters: Stop Hydroxycut use immediately

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. government health 
officials warned dieters and body builders Friday 
to immediately stop using the Canadian-made 
supplement Hydroxycut, linked to cases of serious 
liver damage and at least one death. 

The Food and Drug Administration said the maker 
of the dietary supplement has agreed to recall 14 
Hydroxycut products. Available in grocery stores 
and pharmacies, Hydroxycut is advertised as 
made from natural ingredients. At least 9 million 
packages were sold last year, the FDA said. 

Dr. Linda Katz of the FDA’s food and nutrition 
division said the agency has received 23 reports of 
liver problems, including the death of a 19-year- 
old boy. The teenager died in 2007, and the death 
was reported to the FDA this March. 


Other patients experienced symptoms ranging 
from jaundice, or yellowing of the skin, to liver 
failure. One received a transplant and another was 
placed on a list to await a new liver. 

There was no immediate comment from the U.S. 
distributor of the diet pill, Iovate Health Sciences, 
headquartered near Buffalo, New York. Hydroxycut 
is used by people trying to shed pounds and by 
body builders to sharpen their muscles. 

Dietary supplements aren’t as tightly regulated by 
the government as medications. Manufacturers 
don’t need to prove to the FDA that their products 
are safe and effective before they can sell them to 
consumers. But regulators monitor aftermarket 
reports for signs of trouble, and in recent 
years companies have been put under stricter 
requirements to alert the FDA when they learn of 
problems. 


Katz said it has taken so long to get a handle on 
the Hydroxycut problem because the cases of liver 
damage were rare and the FDA has no authority to 
review supplements before they’re marketed. “Part 
of the problem is that the FDA looks at dietary 
supplements from a post-market perspective, and 
an isolated incident is often difficult to follow,” 
she said. The FDA relies on voluntary reports to 
detect such problems, and many cases are never 
reported, officials acknowledge. 

Health officials said they have been unable to 
determine which Hydroxycut ingredients are 
potentially toxic, partially because the formulation 
of the products has changed several times. A 
medical journal report last month raised questions 
about one ingredient, hydroxycitric acid, derived 
from a tropical fruit. The article said it could 
potentially damage the liver.

In New York City, which has 
the most confirmed swine 
flu cases in the U.S. with 49, 
swine flu has not spread far 
beyond cases linked to one 
Catholic school. In Mexico, 
the epicenter of the outbreak, 
very few relatives of flu 
victims seem to have caught 
it. 

Officials in Mexico have 
voiced optimism for two days 
that the worst may be over. 
But Dr. Scott F. Dowell of 
the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention said 
it’s hard to know whether 
the outbreak is easing up in 
Mexico. “They’re still seeing 
plenty of cases,” Dowell said. 
He said outbreaks in any given 
area might be relatively brief, 
so that they may seem to be 
ending in some areas that had 
a lot of illness a few weeks 
ago. But cases are occurring 
elsewhere, and national 
numbers in Mexico are not 
abating, he said. 

Worldwide, the total 
confirmed cases neared 600, 
although that number is also 
believed to be much larger. 
Besides the U.S. and Mexico, 
the virus has been detected in 
Canada, New Zealand, China, 
Israel and eight European 
nations. 

Scientists looking closely at the 
H1N1 virus itself have found 
some encouraging news, said 
Nancy Cox, flu chief at the 
federal Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. Its 
genetic makeup doesn’t show 
specific traits that showed 
up in the 1918 pandemic 
virus, which killed about 40 
million to 50 million people 
worldwide. 

“However, we know that 
there is a great deal that we 
do not understand about the 
virulence of the 1918 virus or 
other influenza viruses” that 
caused serious illnesses, Cox 
said. “So we are continuing to 
learn.” 

She told The Associated 
Press that the swine flu virus 
also lacked genetic traits 
associated with the virulence 
of the bird flu virus, which 
grabbed headlines a few years 
ago and has killed 250 people, 
mostly in Asia. 

There were still plenty of signs 


Friday of worldwide concern. 
China decided to suspend 
flights from Mexico to 
Shanghai because of a case of 
swine flu confirmed in a flight 
from Mexico, China’s state- 
run Xinhua News Agency 
reported. 

And in Hong Kong, hundreds 
of hotel guests and workers 
were quarantined after a 
tourist from Mexico tested 
positive for swine flu, Asia’s 
first confirmed case. 

Evoking the 2003 SARS 
outbreak, workers in protective 
suits and masks wiped down 
tables, floors and windows. 
Guests at the hotel waved 
to photographers from their 
windows. 

A top Mexican medical officer 
questioned the World Health 
Organization’s handling of the 
early signs of the swine flu 
scare, suggesting Thursday 
that a regional arm of the 
WHO had taken too long to 
notify WHO headquarters of 
about an unusually late rash of 
flu cases in Mexico. 

The regional agency, however, 
provided a timeline to the AP 
suggesting it was Mexico that 
failed to respond to its request 
to alert other nations to the 
first hints of the outbreak. 

The Mexican official, chief 
epidemiologist Dr. Miguel 
Angel Lezana, backtracked 
Friday, telling Radio Formula: 
“There was no delay by the 
Mexican authorities, nor was 
there any by the World Health 
Organization.” 

In Mexico, where swine flu 
has killed at least 15 people 
and the confirmed case 
count has surpassed 300, the 
health secretary said few of 
the relatives of 86 suspected 
swine flu patients had caught 
the virus. Only four of the 219 
relatives surveyed turned up 
as probable cases. 

As recently as Wednesday, 
Mexican authorities said there 
were 168 suspected swine 
flu deaths in the country and 
almost 2,500 suspected cases. 
The officials have stopped 
updating that number and say 
those totals may have even 
been inflated. 

Mexico shut down all but 
essential government services 
and private businesses 
Friday, the start of a five- 
day shutdown that includes a 
holiday weekend. Authorities 
there will use the break to 


determine whether emergency 
measures can be eased. 

In the Mexican capital, there 
were no reports of deaths 
overnight — the first time 
that has happened since the 
emergency was declared a 
week ago, said Mayor Marcelo 
Ebrard. 

“This isn’t to say we are 
lowering our guard or we 
think we no longer have 
problems,” Ebrard said. “But 
we’re moving in the right 
direction.” 

The U.S. case count rose to 
155 on Friday, based on federal 
and state counts, although 
state laboratory operators 
believe the number is higher 
because they are not testing 
all suspected cases. 

President Barack Obama 
voiced hope Friday that the 
virus may turn out to be no 
more harmful than the average 
seasonal flu. 

“It may turn out that H1N1 
runs its course like ordinary 
flus, in which case we will 
have prepared and we won’t 
need all these preparations,” 
Obama said, using the flu’s 
scientific name. 

The president stressed the 
U.S. government was still 
taking the virus very seriously, 
adding that even if this round 
turns out to be mild, the bug 
could return in a deadlier form 
during the next flu season. 
New York officials said after a 
week of monitoring the disease 
that the city’s outbreak gives 
little sign of spreading beyond 
a few pockets or getting more 
dangerous. Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg said the outbreak 
in New York had so far proved 
to be “a relatively minor 
annoyance.” 

Researchers will get a better 
idea of how dangerous this 
virus is over the next week 
to 10 days, said Peter Palese, 
a leading flu researcher with 
Mount Sinai Medical School 
in New York. 

So far in the United States, 
he said, the virus appears 
to look and behave like the 
garden-variety flus that strike 
every winter. “There is no real 
reason to believe this is a more 
serious strain,” he said. 

Palese said many adults 
probably have immune 
systems primed to handle the 
virus because it is so similar to 
another common flu strain.

Democrats, who control 59 
seats in the Senate, will be 
in a strong position when 
Obama’s nominee arrives for 
confirmation proceedings.

Congress to stop using coal in power plant

WASHINGTON - The 99- 
year-old Capitol Power 
Plant, which provides steam 
for heat and hot water in 
congressional buildings, is 
ending its distinction of being 
the only coal-burning facility 
in the District of Columbia. 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
D-Calif., and Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev., 
said Friday that the switch to 
natural gas as the sole fuel 
source used at the plant was 
part of their efforts to reduce 


the carbon pollution impact 
of Congress on the nation’s 
capital. 

“The Congress of the United 
States should not only be 
a model for the nation, but 
also a good neighbor,” Pelosi 
said. 

The two Democratic leaders 
have for the past several 
years initiated steps to make 
the Capitol grounds more 
environmentally friendly. 
But moves to change light 
bulbs, use less paper and 
buy fuel-efficient vehicles 
have in some respects been 


overshadowed by the smoke 
that continues to rise from 
the power plant about four 
blocks south of the Capitol. 
The D.C. government has 
complained that the plant 
worsens air quality and has 
affected the respiratory health 
of residents and workers 
in the area, particularly 
children. 

The plant last year operated 
on about 65 percent natural 
gas and 35 percent coal. 
Pelosi’s office said the plant 
has not burned coal since 
March and would continue 


to go without coal barring 
problems. 

Acting Architect of the 
Capitol Stephen Ayers 
cautioned in a letter to Pelosi 
that work still needed to be 
done to upgrade the natural 
gas pipelines. He said coal 
might still have to be used 
as a backup in circumstances 
where heating needs exceed 
capacity of the natural gas 
pipelines, when abnormally 
cold conditions increase 
demand or when there are 
equipment outages. 

The Capitol complex would 
not totally end its dependence 
on coal. Electricity is 
supplied by a local utility 
company that uses coal as a 
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power source. 

Ending the use of coal at the 
power plant has met some 
resistance from coal state 
lawmakers, who have said 
it sends the wrong message 
about the possibilities of

WASHINGTON (AP) — In 
the days following the Sept. 
11, 2001 terrorist attacks, 
alleged al-Qaida operations 
mastermind Khalid Sheikh 
Mohammed intended to use his 
free Hotmail account to direct 
a U.S.-based operative to carry 
out an attack, according to a 
guilty plea agreement filed by 
Ali Saleh Kahlah al-Marri in 
federal court. 

The document shows how 
al-Qaida, at least in 2001, 
embraced prosaic technologies 
like pre-paid calling cards, 
public phones, computer 
search engines and simplistic 
codes to communicate, plan 
and carry out its operations. 
Al-Marri also surfed the 
Internet to research cyanide 
gas, using software to cover 
his tracks, according to the 
document filed Thursday in 
federal court in Peoria, Illinois. 
He marked the locations of 
dams, waterways and tunnels 
in the United States in an 
almanac. The government 
claims this reflects intelligence 
that al-Qaida was planning to 
use cyanide gas to attack those 
sites. 

As a result of his guilty plea, 
al-Marri could be sentenced 
up to a maximum 15-year term 
in federal prison. 

In a stipulation of facts filed 
as part of the plea agreement, 
al-Marri admitted that he 
trained in al-Qaida camps and 


stayed in terrorist safe houses 
in Pakistan between 1998 and 
2001. There, he learned how 
to handle weapons and how to 
communicate by phone and e- 
mail using a code. 

After arriving in the U.S. 
on Sept. 10, 2001 — a day 
before al-Qaida’s long-plotted 
terror strikes in New York 
and Washington — Al-Marri 
stored phone numbers of al- 
Qaida associates in a personal 
electronic device. 

He used a 44 10-code” to protect 
the numbers — subtracting 
the actual digits in the phone 
numbers from 10 to arrive at 
a coded number, according 
to a person close to the 
investigation. 

In a 10-code, eight becomes 
a two, for example. Other al- 
Qaida members used the same 
code, according to the plea 
agreement. 

Al-Marri sent e-mails to Khalid 
Sheikh Mohammed’s hotmail 
account — HOR70@hotmail. 
com — addressed to 44 Muk” 
and signed 44 Abdo.” The details 
of that code were included in 
an address book found in an al- 
Qaida safehouse in Pakistan. 
An attempt by The Associated 
Press to reach that address 
did not indicate the account 
had been closed, but it went 
unanswered. 

Al-Marri initially tried to use a 
Yahoo e-mail account to contact 
Mohammed, but it failed to 
go through. So he switched 
to Hotmail as well. When al- 


Marri arrived in the United 
States, he created five new e- 
mail accounts to communicate 
with Mohammed, using the 
10-code to send him his cell 
phone number in Peoria. 

From September to November, 
al-Marri tried and failed to 
contact members of al-Qaida 
in Pakistan using prepaid 
calling cards and public 
phones, sometimes traveling 
160 miles (257 kilometers) to 
use a different phone. 
Al-Marri was arrested in 
December 2001, three months 
after entering the U.S. on a 
student visa. He was shortly 
thereafter declared an 44 enemy 
combatant” and taken into 
military custody. 

The “enemy combatant” 
designation was dropped when 
he was indicted by a federal 
grand jury in Illinois. 
Suspected as an al-Qaida 
sleeper agent, he was held 
without charge for more than 
five years. His attorneys say he 
was tortured while in military 
custody. There is no indication 
in the plea agreement that al- 
Marri ever made contact with 
other alleged al-Qaida agents 
inside the United States. 
Al-Marri admitted that before 
entering the U.S., he met 
and had regular contact with 
Khalid Sheikh Mohammed 
and with Mustafa Ahmad 
al-Hawsawi, who allegedly 
helped the Sept. 11 hijackers 
with money and Western-style 
clothing.

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Europeans rally on May Day amid economic worries

UN warns Sudan peace 
accord at critical stage’

UNITED NATIONS - The Security Council extended the 
13,500-strong U.N. peacekeeping mission in southern Sudan 
for a year on Thursday, deploring the persistent violence in 
the region and warning that the 2005 peace agreement that 
ended two decades of fighting between the north and south is 
at “a critical stage.” 

The resolution adopted unanimously by the U.N.’s most 
powerful body stresses the importance of “full and expeditious 
implementation” of the peace deal, noting that key issues are 
still unresolved including the north-south boundary and the 
future of oil-rich Abyei, just north of the disputed border. 
“The Comprehensive Peace Agreement ended one of Africa’s 
longest and bloodiest civil wars and remains the bedrock for 
peace and security in Sudan,” Britain’s U.N. Ambassador 
John Sawers told the council. 

The civil war between ethnic African southerners and Sudan’s 
Arab-dominated government in the north was separate from 
the ongoing conflict in Sudan’s western Darfur region, now in 
its sixth year. It is also separate from an intermittent 10-year 
war between the government and rebels from the mountains 
of eastern Sudan that ended with a peace agreement in 
2006. 

The council extended the U.N. peacekeeping mission, which 
includes 10,000 military personnel and police, until April 30, 
2010. 

Sawers said the “significant tests” that lie ahead for the north 
and the south include holding transparent parliamentary 
and presidential elections in February 2010, disarming 
and rehabilitating former combatants, developing effective 
security on the border areas, releasing the results of the 
national census, and conducting a referendum in January 
2011 on whether South Sudan should become independent. 
In southern Sudan, dozens of people have been killed in 
recent tribal clashes in Jonglei State, which the U.N. mission 
said went beyond the cattle raids typical of that region and 
were now beginning to target civilians. 


benefits, but few specifics 
appeared to emerge from the 
demonstrations about what 
governments should be doing 
to fight the global crisis. 

In Paris, fractious French 
labor unions came together 
for the first time in decades to 
stage a joint march that ended 
at the Place de la Bastille. Up 
to 300 smaller demonstrations 
were planned across France, 
and police said turnout in 
Strasbourg, Nancy, Metz and 
Besancon was many times 
higher than last year’s May 
Day events. 

“There are five to six times 
more protesters than on 
a normal May Day,” said 
Francois Chereque, head of 
the CFDT union. 

Police put nationwide turnout 
at 465,000, while unions said 
some 1.2 million people took 
to the streets on Friday. Last 
year, May Day marches across 
France drew an estimated 
100,000-200,000 people. 

The French rallies followed 
months of protests and a spate 
of “boss-nappings”—in which 
workers angry over job cuts 
held key managers hostage in 
an attempt to win concessions. 
But all of Friday’s rallies 
were smaller than March 16 
protests, when more than 1 
million people across France 
demanded more government 
protections against the 
financial downturn. 
“Exasperation is rising. Why 
should the people pay for 


a crisis for which they are 
absolutely not responsible?” 
said New Anticapitalist Party 
spokesman Francis Viguie at a 
march in the southern city of 
Montpellier. 

In Italy, union leaders shifted 
May Day rallies from major 
cities to the earthquake- 
stricken town of L’Aquila 
as a sign of solidarity with 
thousands who lost their jobs 
when businesses crumbled in 
last month’s quake. 

Spain — which has gone 
from being one of Europe’s 
strongest economies to having 
its highest unemployment 
rate — saw tens of thousands 
of people demonstrate. Still, 
participation failed to reach 
the massive levels union 
leaders called for. 

In Turkey, which only last week 
declared the international labor 
day a public holiday, unionists 
rallied at a previously banned 
site where dozens died during 
a May Day demonstration 
three decades ago. But the 
event was marred by nearby 
fighting between riot police 
and leftists. At least 26 people 
were detained, the Anatolia 
news agency reported. 

A protest in the German capital 
turned violent as leftists hurled 
bottles and burning objects at 
police. A group of400 blocked 
a streetcar line by sitting on 
the tracks. Police said 28 
were detained in Berlin, and 
another 200 in the western 
city of Dortmund, where far- 


right demonstrators pitched 
fireworks and stones at 
pedestrians and police. In the 
southern city of Ulm, police 
turned water cannons on 
thousands who turned out to 
demonstrate against a smaller 
gathering of neo-Nazis. 

In neighboring Austria, 
officials said five people were 
arrested and more than 20 
injured in clashes between 
protesters and police at a rally 
in the northern city of Linz, 
organized by the local branch 
of the Communist Party. 
Greek officers used flash 
grenades to disperse violent 
protesters in Athens after 
attacks on banks and traffic 
cameras. No arrests or injuries 
were reported, but transport 
strikes disrupted bus, train 
and ferry services as well 
as flights by Greek carrier 
Olympic Airlines. 

It was the first May Day 
since the advent of the global 
financial crisis, and Russia 
police were out in force as 
Communists and liberals 
gathered to criticize the 
government. Moscow police 
said four leftists were detained 
after trying to light flares near 
the Kremlin. Dozens were 
reportedly detained in St. 
Petersburg. 

In Moscow, several thousand 
Communist supporters 

gathered near a statue of 
Karl Marx and called for 
the government to resign, 
accusing it of ignoring the 
needs of everyday Russians 
and mismanaging the 
economy. 

Chess great and liberal 
Kremlin foe Garry Kasparov 
told a separate rally of 200 
that Russians must believe 
in their ability to challenge 
what he called “the criminal, 
corrupt regime.” 

“The authorities are trying 
to hammer into our heads 
a single idea: that nothing 
depends upon us,” Kasparov 
said. “But we can change 
things.” 

The largest rallies were 
organized, however, by the 
dominant United Russia 
party and trade unions, and 
demonstrators expressed 
concern about the economy, 
but refrained from criticizing 
the government.

Haiti police break up 
protest with tear gas 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) — Haitian police used tear 
gas to break up a protest near the national palace where 
demonstrators were calling for a higher minimum wage. 
Riot police also used their batons and shields Friday to 
block the group of about 150 protesters from reaching the 
palace. 

The protesters say they are an “alternative May 1” 
movement and called for raising the minimum wage from 
about $1.80 a day to $10 a day. Eighty percent of the 
Caribbean nation’s people live on less than $2 a day and 
unemployment is rampant. 

The group also called for the departure of a 9,000-member 
U.N. peacekeeping force they denounced as occupiers. 
Hundreds of farmers participated in a nearby government- 
sponsored “agriculture day” rally and did not join the 
protest.

The demonstrators had 
hoped to march to the 
National Assembly to 
protest new measures that 


have eroded the opposition 
mayor’s power by stripping 
him of most of his budget 
and subordinating him to a 
city official appointed by 
Chavez. 

Ledezma criticized the 
government for deploying 
hundreds of police officers 
and National Guard troops 
across the capital to guard 
against the march. 

“The government wants 
to snatch away democracy 
with this escalation of 
authoritarianism,” said 
Ledezma, who accused 
the president of violating 
the constitution by naming 
Jacqueline Faria, a vice 
president of his ruling 
party, above him to head the 
capital.

CANBERRA, Australia (AP) — 
South Pacific nations announced 
Saturday that military-ruled Fiji 
has been suspended from the 16- 
nation bloc for its rejection of 
democracy, freedom and human 
rights. 

“A regime which displays such 
a total disregard for basic human 
rights, democracy and freedom 
has no place in the Pacific Islands 
Forum,” said its chairman, Toke 
Talagi. 

Fiji’s rejection of fundamental 
principles like “the full 
observance of democratic 
values” and the defense and 
promotion of human rights had 
given the Forum no alternative, 
he said in a statement. 

Talagi said he had “considerable 
sorrow and disappointment” 
in confirming Fiji’s immediate 


suspension from “full 
participation” — but the 
diplomatic and economic bloc 
had stopped short of expulsion of 
the military regime, said Talagi, 
who is also premier of the South 
Pacific micro state of Niue. 

The suspension bars Fiji’s 
leader, ministers and officials 
from taking part in any Forum 
meetings or events, and cuts 
Fiji out of development funding 
until a democratic government 
is restored, he noted. 

On Friday, Fiji military 
ruler, Commodore Frank 
Bainimarama, continued to 
defy international pressure to 
announce elections, confirming 
that he would not hold them for 
at least five years. 

That set the stage for his 
country’s ouster from the Forum, 
which had given Fiji until Friday 
to announce elections for 2009 


or be suspended from the group. 
“I think we made it quite clear 
that is not going to happen,” the 
military chief told Australia’s 
Sky News television in an 
interview broadcast Friday. 
“There will be no elections until 
September 2014.” 

Bainimarama ousted the ethnic 
Fijian-dominated government in 
a 2006 coup and installed himself 
as prime minister. He has vowed 
to rewrite the constitution and 
electoral laws to remove what 
he says is discrimination against 
the country’s large ethnic 
Indian minority before holding 
elections. Critics say he shows 
little sign of being willing to 
give up power.

3 Americans, 2 NATO 
troops killed in Afghanistan

KABUL (AP) — Three Americans and 
two other international troops were killed 
Friday in an attack in eastern Afghanistan, 
officials said. Insurgents attacked Afghan 
and international forces Friday with rocket- 
propelled grenades and guns, NATO forces 
said in a statement. The troops called in air 
support, forcing the militants to withdraw. 
They are being pursued, the statement said. 
Col. Greg Julian, a spokesman for U.S. 
Forces in Afghanistan, confirmed that 
three of the dead service members were 
Americans. The nationalities of the other two 
were not immediately known because NATO 
typically waits for countries to release such 
information. 

The Taliban have vowed to increase ambushes 
and other attacks as an additional 21,000 U.S. 
troops flood into Afghanistan this summer in 
an attempt to stem the group’s resurgence 
and bolster security for August presidential 
elections. 

In a sign that electioneering itself is likely to 
be chaotic, Afghanistan’s top vice president 
broke away from the president to join a 


competing ticket, a spokesman for the ticket 
said Friday. 

Former warlord Gul Agha Sherzai has 
snagged First Vice President Ahmad Zia 
Masood as his top deputy in his run against 
President Hamid Karzai, said Gul Khalid 
Pushtoon, a lawmaker serving as spokesman 
for Sherzai. 

Sherzai, now governor of eastern Nangarhar 
province, plans to file official papers on 
Saturday, Pushtoon said. 

Sherzai, who met with President Barack 
Obama when he visited Afghanistan in July, 
has a mixed reputation. He helped the U.S. 
oust the Taliban from southern Kandahar 
province in the first push against the militants, 
but he has also been accused of heavy-handed 
rule and corruption in the aftermath. 

A government spokesman, Waheed Omar, 
said he had not yet been informed of Masood’s 
decision but that the government would not 
stand in his way. 

“Masood is still the vice president of 
Afghanistan, but if he has decided that joining 
a different team will help, I don’t think the 
president will have a problem because that is 
his constitutional right.”

Minister John Key told Radio 
Dunedin on Friday, ramping up 
his rhetoric against the regime. 
“My view is that they will be 
automatically suspended from 
the forum and I think you may 
see similar reaction from other 
bodies like the Commonwealth,” 
he added, referring to a group 
of 53 countries that are mostly 
former British colonies. 
Australian Foreign Minister

“Fiji has shown no intention 
to return to democracy and 
on the contrary has torn up its 
constitution,” Smith said. 

Fiji President Ratu Josefa Iloilo 
announced in early April that 
elections would be delayed 
until 2014. He also suspended 
the national constitution and 
fired judges who had declared 
the military government illegal. 
Emergency laws were also 
imposed on the media to curb 
expressions of dissent. 
Bainimarama said Friday that 
the censorship laws would be 
extended when they expire later 


this month. 

“We want this calm to continue 
for a while,” he said. “It’s 
irresponsible reporting that 
undermines” calm. 

Bainimarama said within two 
weeks he would announce a 
five-year timetable for reforms 
leading to the 2014 elections. 
“We have to get rid of racism 
in the country in the next five 
years,” he said, referring to 
long-standing conflicts between 
indigenous Fijians and ethnic 
Indians. Bainimarama is an 
indigenous Fijian. 

He also called for Australia and 
New Zealand to be expelled 
from the Pacific Islands Forum, 
saying they were putting undue 
“pressure on the Pacific Islands 
and that’s not how we operate.” 
New Zealand Foreign Minister 
McCully said Thursday that 
foreign aid to the impoverished 
country had already slowed, and 
the European Union had frozen 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
in funding to help restructure 
Fiji’s sugar industry, a key 
export income earner for the 
severely weakened economy.

A big underdog last time, Pacquiao is now favored

LAS VEGAS (AP) — The 
last time Manny Pacquiao 
displayed his many talents he 
stopped Oscar De La Hoya 
in a fight no one thought he 
could win. The beating he 
administered not only sent De 
La Hoya into retirement, but 
cemented Pacquiao’s status 
as boxing’s newest star. 
Pacquiao returns to the ring 
on Saturday much the same 
fighter he was five months 
ago, taking on Ricky Hatton 
in a lucrative 140-pound fight 
matching two guys who love 
to brawl. The big difference 
now, though, is that everybody 
expects him to win. 

One big fight can create a 
lot of expectation, and the 
biggest task for Pacquiao 
may be managing them in the 
ring. 

His trainer isn’t worried. 
Pacquiao, says Lreddie Roach, 
is more focused than ever. 
“The win over Oscar just 
gave him more confidence,” 
Roach said. “So many people 
said he couldn’t do it but he 
did. Oscar could still beat a 
lot of guys, but he didn’t win 
a second of that fight.” 

Once again, Pacquiao will be 
facing a fighter who is bigger 
than him as he fights for only 
the third time above 130 
pounds. Pacquiao weighed 
in at 138 pounds on Lriday 
while Hatton was at the class 
limit of 140 pounds. 

But oddsmakers who saw 


him dismantle an even bigger 
De La Hoya make him a 2- 
1 favorite to beat the once- 
beaten Hatton and win a title 
in his sixth weight class since 
turning pro. Coming off a 
rugged training camp that 
Pacquiao believes was his 
best ever, he’s not about to 
argue the point. 

“I believe that I am improving 
and everybody knows and 
can see that by my last few 
performances,” Pacquiao 
said. 

Those last few performances 
have made Pacquiao (48-3- 
2, 36 knockouts) a fighter in 
demand in a sport desperate 
for stars. He’s such a hero in 
the Philippines that he talks 
about one day running for 
president there, but the win 
over De La Hoya in particular 
catapulted Pacquiao into 
rarified status in the sport. 
He’ll make $12 million to 
square off for the minor IBO 
junior welterweight title 
against Hatton, who will earn 
$8 million in a fight that sold 
out the MGM Grand hotel’s 
arena and will be televised on 
pay-per-view. 

“I do feel different now 
than before I fought Oscar,” 
Pacquiao said. “There is a big 
difference in my popularity 
now and I think that was 
because Oscar was popular 
too.” 

Hatton, who will be backed 
by his usual throng of singing 
and chanting English fans, is 
coming off a knockout win 


over Paulie Malignaggi that 
seemed to help him regain 
any confidence lost in the 
only loss of his career, a 10th- 
round stoppage in December 
2007 at the hands of Floyd 
Mayweather Jr. 

Still, he knows there are a 
lot of people in boxing that 
look at him as little more 
than a tough guy brawler who 
likes to party a bit too much 
between fights. 

“People say (I’m) over-hyped, 
overprotected, a fat, beer¬ 
drinking Englishman,” Hatton 
said at the final prefight press 
conference. “Well, I’m going 
to shock the world again.” 


Though both fighters love to 
mix it up, they go about it in 
different ways. Hatton (45-1, 
32 knockouts) tends to throw 
wide punches while moving 
constantly forward and trying 
to smother his opponent, while 
Pacquiao fights down the 
middle with hands held high 
from his southpaw stance. 
Both say they plan to box 
more in this bout, but both 
have been known to simply 
start trading punches when 
they get hit. 

“I don’t see it being a tickling 
contest,” Hatton said. “I 
see it being an absolute war 
because we’re both fighters 


by nature.” 

Pacquiao is only 30, but he has 
been fighting professionally 
since making his debut at 106 
pounds in the Philippines in 
1995, and he has engaged in 
slugfests over the years. 
Roach said he would like to 
see him fight just two more 
times, then move on to other 
things. 

“He wants to get into politics, 
but I told him you can’t do 
both,” Roach said. “Maybe 
if he could get Floyd out of 
retirement that would be it. 
No sense in going any further 
after that.” 
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BCS warns playoff system threat to bowl games

WASHINGTON - Tackling an 
issue sure to rouse sports fans, 
lawmakers pressed college 
football officials Friday on 
switching the B owl Champ ionship 
Series to a playoff, with one 
Texas Republican calling the 
current system as unworkable as 
communism and joking it should 
be labeled “BS,” not “BCS.” 
John Swofford, the coordinator 
of the BCS, rejected the idea of 
switching to a playoff, arguing 
it would threaten the existence 
of celebrated bowl games. 
Sponsorships and TV revenue 
that now go to bowl games would 
instead be spent on playoff games, 
“meaning that it will be very 
difficult for any bowl, including 
the current BCS bowls, which 
are among the oldest and most 
established in the game’s history,

Mickelson was finding his 
groove until he four-putted from 
40 feet for double bogey on the 
17th hole. He also had a two- 
putt par that featured two clubs 
— a 64-degree sand wedge on 
the fourth green to get over a 
steep slope and a putter for the 
remaining 5 feet. 

He will play with Camilo 
Villegas, who had a 67. 

Watson has never won a 
tournament and doesn’t get much 
attention except the freak show 
he puts on with his outrageous 
length, such as the 380-yard drive 
at No. 5 that left him a 9-iron 
into the green on the 569-yard 
par 5. He plays practice rounds 
with Woods when he can, but he 
expected a pairing with Woods 
in a tournament might be vastly 
different. 

And he says he doesn’t like 
attention, especially when the 
cameras come around. 

“It’s just because I play golf 
because I love the golf courses, 
I love to play, and now I’ve got 
all these strangers staring at 
me,” Watson said. “I get nervous 
around people.” 

Woods and Goosen made sure 
that wouldn’t be the case. 

Goosen holed a 20-foot birdie 
putt on his final hole to join the 
leaders. A few minutes later, 
Woods completed his mini¬ 
meltdown. 

From just off the par-5 15th 
green in two, his eagle chip was 
too hard and he missed the 5- 
foot birdie. Then came a tee shot 


into the trees on the 16th, leading 
to bogey. And on the 18th, his 
approach went to the back of the 
green — the pin was in the front 
— and from 90 feet away, he 
three-putted for bogey to fall out 
of the lead. 

“I didn’t drive the ball particularly 
well today, didn’t hit my irons as 
well as I’d like,” Woods said. “I 
was hanging in there. If I could 
have posted 9 (under), I would 
have probably gotten the most 
out of that round I could have. It 
just didn’t work out that way.” 
Irons are particularly key, 
especially with the green so firm 
that they rarely held shots in the 
afternoon as the temperatures 
became steamy and the wind 
swirled. 

Woods was even for his round 
when he got a big break at the turn, 
hammering a 5 5-foot putt that 
slammed into the back of the cup, 
went a few inches (centimeters) 
airborne and dropped into the cup. 
The fist pump was exchanged for 
an apologetic smile. 

“It would have been in the 


grandstands if it didn’t hit the 
hole,” Woods said. “It was nice 
to have a train wreck and have it 
go in.” 

It was another example of trying 
to get the ball in the vicinity of 
the hole. 

“With the greens being this fast 
and this hard, you’d better have a 
short iron in your hand,” he said. 
That was no problem for 
Watson. 

Along with his 9-iron into the par 
5 (he had two 5-irons and a 6-iron 
on the others), Watson hit a sand 
wedge on the 489-yard 16th hole, 
a lob wedge on the 459-yard 
third, and a sand wedge on the 
444-yard fourth hole. 

His 30 on the front nine matched 
the course record last set by 
Woods the day before. 

Furyk was at 2 over with five 
holes left in his opening round 
when he began to turn it around, 
and he kept right on going while 
playing with Woods and David 
Toms, a trio of past champions at 
Quail Hollow. 


to survive,” Swofford said. 

Rep. Joe Barton of Texas, who has 
introduced legislation that would 
prevent the NCAA from labeling 
a game a national championship 
unless it’s the outcome of a 
playoff system, said that efforts 
to tinker with the BCS were 
bound to fail. 

“It’s like communism,” he said at 
the House Energy and Commerce 
Committee’s commerce, trade 
and consumer protection 
subcommittee hearing. “You 
can’t fix it.” 

Barton, the top Republican on 
the committee, quipped that the 
BCS should drop the “C” from its 
name because it doesn’t represent 
a true championship. 

“Call it the ‘BS’ system,” he said 
to laughter. Under the BCS, some 
conferences get automatic bids to 
participate while others do not. 
Conferences that get an automatic 
bid — the ACC, Big East, Big 12, 
Big Ten, Pac-10 and SEC — get 
about $ 18 million each, far more 
than the non-conference schools. 
Swofford is also commissioner of 
the ACC. 

“How is this fair?” asked 
the subcommittee chairman, 
Democratic Rep. Bobby Rush of 
Illinois, who has co-sponsored 
Barton’s bill. “How can we justify 
this system ... are the big guys 
getting together and shutting out 
the little guys?” 

“I think it is fair, because it 
represents the marketplace,” 
Swofford responded. 

Craig Thompson, commissioner of 
the Mountain West Commission, 
which does not get an automatic 
bid, called the money distribution 
system “grossly inequitable.” 

The MWC has proposed a playoff 
system and hired a Washington 
firm to lobby Congress for 
changes to the BCS, which 
currently features a championship 
game between the two top teams 
in the BCS standings, based 
on two polls and six computer 
ratings. 

The MWC proposes, among 
others things, scrapping the BCS 
standings and creating a 12- 
member committee to pick which 
teams receive at-large bids, and 
to select and seed the eight teams 
chosen for the playoff. The BCS 
has previously discussed, and 
dismissed, the idea of using a 
selection committee. 

The four current BCS games 
— the Sugar, Orange, Rose and 
Fiesta bowls — would host the 
four first-round playoff games 
under the proposal. Thompson 
has argued that a playoff system 
would be a boon for those 
bowls, because they would 
help determine the national 


champion. 

Gene Bleymaier, athletic director 
at Boise State University, noted 
that his school’s football team 
went undefeated several times, yet 
never got a chance to play for the 
national championship under the 
BCS. “The BCS system not only 
restricts access but essentially 
precludes schools from playing 
in the national championship,” 
he said. 

Asked by Rush whether Congress 
should intervene, Bleymaier 
responded, “The only way this is 
going to change is with help from 
the outside.” 

The BCS is in its final season 
of a four-year deal with the Fox 
network. A new four-year deal 
with ESPN, worth $125 million 
per year, begins with the 2011 
bowl games. That deal was 
negotiated using the current BCS 
format. While ESPN has said it 
would not stand in the way if the 
BCS wanted to change, the new 
deal allows the BCS to put off 
making major changes until the 
2014 season. 

The hearing, with the appealing 
combination of sports and 
politics, attracted considerable 
attention on a relatively quiet 
day on Capitol Hill. The subject 
also is a boon to lawmakers, 
who have some constituents still 
seething because their team was 
passed over. Last year, Sen. Arlen 
Specter of Pennsylvania made 
headlines when he questioned 
the NFL’s destruction of tapes 
in the Spy gate case. The league 
disciplined the New England 
Patriots for videotaping signals 
from the New York Jets’ sideline 
during a game. 

The BCS has come under attack 
from several politicians. Last 
November, as president-elect, 
Barack Obama told “60 Minutes” 
he would prefer an eight-team 
playoff system. 

“I don’t know any serious fan 
of college football who has 
disagreed with me on this,” he 
said. “So I’m going to throw my 
weight around a little bit.” 

In the Senate, Utah Republican 
Orrin Hatch has put the BCS on 
the agenda for the Judiciary’s 
antitrust subcommittee this year, 
and Utah’s attorney general, 
Mark Shurtleff, is investigating 
whether the BCS violates federal 
antitrust laws. 

Fans were furious that Utah 
was bypassed for the national 
championship despite going 
undefeated in the regular season. 
The title game pitted No. 1 Florida 
(12-1) against No. 2 Oklahoma 
(12-1); Florida won 24-14 and 
claimed the title.
